MIISJ SUPPLEMENT THE PAIf OF 


AGENTS 


MONEY CONTRIBUTED BY THE 


U. 8. DEPARTMENT OF AGRI- 


CULTURE MUST BE ADDED TO 


IN EACH COUNTY. 


The fund available for distribution 


In employing county demonstration 
farm agents throughout Florida, by 
the federal government, in co-opera- 
tive fanriW, seems to be insufficient 
to pay county agents a living salary 
for their service, and as a. result the 
various counties in the state which 
wish to continue the demonstration 
•work through local county agents in 
the employ of the department of ag- 
riculture are urged to add $175 annu 
ally to the salary allotted by the gov 
ernment for the employ of county 
demonstration agents'. The govern 
ment appropriates $675 and with the 
additional sum asked of $175 from 
each county would bring the county 
agent's salary up to *850 annually 
It is argued by the government tha 
the small amount appropriated now 
for salary, $675, is insufficient to se- 
cure the services of good men wh 
would be willing to devote 
the! 


whole time to demonstration work. 


The general field agent of the de 


partment states most emphatically 
that unless this fund is supplement 
ed by the amount of |175 annually 
the appropriation of t«75 allotted to 
the county will be withdrawn 
and 


placed in some other county Already 
there are 24 counties in the state 
wnich have 
demonstration agent*. 


Other counties have complied with 
the request of the government 
in 


raising the salaries* for their local 
agents. 


We publish herewith a copy of a 


circular letter which has Seen mailed 
out by General Field Agent H. B. 
Savely, explaining the situation more 
fully: 


In making our plans for the demon- 


stration work in Florida for the fiscal 
year beginning July I, 1913, we will 
have available sufficient funds 
to 


carry the work in only 24 counties 
in the state at the present rate of 
salary paid to agents. Qther coun- 
ties Jn toe state where the work has 
never yet been inaugurated Are re- 
questing the work, but our present 
appropriation will permit us to oat:- 
ry the work in the %4 counties. A 
few of the'cpunties have had 
the 


work for four years, all of the others 
wfcere tM work U now being car- 
ried on ha.ve had tt for two years. 


We have found from 
experience 


tthat $75 per month tor the 
local 


agent is not sufficient tq Justify 
a 


successful farmer to neglect 
his 


farm and his business and furnish 
his own conveyance to carry on the 
work. In moot of the other south- 
ern states, the local business men 
or the county commissioners 
have 


appropriated funds to tupplement the 
appropriation from the U. 8 govern 
ment so that the county agent could, 
be pSM « Better Salary. 


One hundred and twenty counties 


In ,Tejtas are now appropriating $500 
each to supplement the $675 allotted 
from the IT. S. government appropria- 
tion which enables them to pay their 
county agents $100 per month for 11 
months in tbe year. Sixty counties 
in Arkansas are appropriating $790 
each.
